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City Council back 
to full strength 
with five members

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, 34 District Court 
Judge Lisa Martin swore into office the 
two new councilmen appointed to fill two 
vacancies until the November election. 

Councilmen Jeremiah Beebe and Tom 
Fielder took their seats at the council table 
putting the council back to its five-member 
strength and the one-hour-and- 12-minute 
meeting began. 

Seated in the audience in his new role 
as the city’s Project Manager was former 
council member Steve Jones. 

Sabrina Richardson-Williams, treasurer 
of the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority, asked if Jones’ appointment to 
the city position that works on DDA projects 
wasn’t a conflict of interest because Jones 
is chairman of the board of the Belleville 
Area of Chamber of Commerce and the 
chamber asks for money from the DDA. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said that the 
Project Manager works directly for City 
Manager/Chief of Police Dave Robinson 
and will do whatever work the city manager 
assigns to him. 

“He’s not sitting on the DDA ... and I 
can’t count how many volunteer positions 
he holds,” Mayor Conley said of Jones. 

Richardson-Williams said the chamber 
asks for money from the DDA. 

Mayor Conley said that money wouldn’t 
impact him personally. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Ken Voigt said that Jones 
also is a member of the Belleville Area 
Council for the Arts and they get money 
from the DDA. 

“He’s not a decision maker ... but he may 
make sure somebody cuts a check” to an 
organization, Mayor Conley said. 

City Manager/Chief Robinson said he 
[Robinson] will continue in the DDA role

City Downtown Development Authority to set up committees

At its last meeting of the year on Dec. 
21, the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority agreed to set up sub-committees 
to study, brainstorm, and bring back 
recommendations for projects to the full 
DDA board. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who sits on 
the DDA, presented the Committee 
Engagement item on the agenda, suggesting 
it is a “divide and conquer” project. 

She referred to the strategic plan session 
the DDA had in early 2022 and said she 
took components of the strategic plan and 
broke it down into five sub-committees. 
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Because of the Open Meetings Act, 
a DDA quorum would require posted 
meeting notices and other things for an 
official meeting, she said. 

Any number of community members, not 
on the DDA, would be free to serve on the 
sub-committees, she said. 

Mayor Conley said the Economic 
Development sub-committee (DDA 
chairperson Alicia McGovern and Kelly 
McWilliams) and Budget/Finance sub- 
committee (treasurer Sabrina Richardson- 
Williams and secretary Denise Baker) 
are already functioning, but each sub- 
committee could use one more member. 

The proposed Community Engagement 
sub-committee would work on how to help 
other organizations in the community to 
succeed, Mayor Conley said. 

She said the Arts and Culture sub- 
committee already has Richardson- 
Williams on it, but two more could serve. 
Richardson-Williams has been supporting 


art in the community and wanted to have a

of director. 

“He has projects for the planning 
commission, too,” Robinson said. “I am the 
one making sure all that stuff is done.” 

“He is not benefiting personally,” Mayor 
Pro-Tem Voigt stressed and Mayor Conley 
added he has no financial benefit from the 
DDA. 

Voigt said he himself is on the arts council 
and it asks for money regularly from the 
DDA. Voigt said his council salary is paid 
by the city and it’s $80 a month. 

Richardson-Williams said it is good to 
get this concern out in public so it’s not just 
talking in whispers, behind backs. 

In other business during Monday’s regular 
meeting, the council: 

e Approved the Special Event Application 
from the Belleville Central Business 
Community for the Belleville Farmers 
Market from 4-7:30 p.m. Mondays from 
June 5 through Oct. 30 at Fourth Street 
Place and Fourth Street Square. The lady 
who sold hot dogs as a vendor under a tent, 
who has been there two years, was discussed 
at length, with a misconception she was in 
a food truck and this was a new addition. 
Library board member John Juriga said the 
CBC won't have to rent porta potties since 
the library is happy to have people come in 
and use its facilities; 

e Approved the Special Event Application 
from the Belleville Central Business 
Community for the Flop E Bunny Candy 
Hunt from noon to 2 p.m. on Saturday, April 
8, at Victory Park; 

e Approved the mayor’s reappointments of 
Matt Wagner, 56 Potter Dr.; Randy Priest, 
311 E. Huron River Dr.; and Mike Renaud, 
715 Breakwater Dr., to the planning 
commission with terms to expire Dec. 31, 
2025; 

e Approved the mayor’s new appointments 
to the planning commission of Julie Kissel, 
375 Charles St., and Mark Kowalski, 181 
Potter Dr., with terms to expire Dec. 31, 
2026. Kissel was sworn in by Clerk Briana 
Hootman. Kowalski was not present at the 
meeting. It was noted that because Fielder 
resigned from the planning commission to 
sit on the city council, there is one more seat 
now open on the commission; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$92,154.81 and the following departmental 
purchases in excess of $500: to Lexipol, 
$1,602 for on-line training for fire fighters; 
to Metro Environmental, $3,663.75, for 
Hydro Excavation for main break on Dec. 
28 at 300 W. Columbia Ave.; to Michigan 
Association of Planning, $675, for group 
membership fee, City expense; and to 
Outdoor Amenities (Eric Partridge), $1,400 
for repair of cemetery fence, DPW account, 
will be repaid by person who damaged the 
fence; 


e Was reminded that those who put a deposit 
on the scarecrow wooden foundations 
last fall can bring them back and get their 
deposits returned. Also, the original photos 
for the veterans’ banners can be picked up 
in the treasurer’s office at city hall; 

e Discussed at length planning commission 
member Mike Renaud’s request for a 
council follow-up list for the audience to 
see. He said it is on the agenda and people 
can offer comments on it, but they are not 
allowed to see it. City Manager Robinson 
said he puts comments on the follow-up list 
for the council only to see and he would 
have to make a redacted copy for the public. 
Renaud said there also are no copies of 
the agenda at the meeting for the public to 
have. Mayor Conley said she doesn’t have 
a problem with the follow-up list being 
available to the public because, “The public 
holds us accountable” and, “Roads will 
be on the list forever,” referring to one of 
Renaud’s interests. Planning commissioner 
John Juriga said the follow-up list has always 
been provided in the past. Mayor Conley 
said the information on the meetings will 
be provided on the website and the city will 
provide a follow-up list. If it’s not on the 
website, “We’ll make copies,” she said. The 
Independent suggested the city check with 
its attorney on the Freedom of Information 
Act and the Open Meeting Act as far as 
providing information to the public; 

e Heard Juriga publicly thank the 
Independent for having a picture of the 
museum in the paper with the number of 
days it has been closed. He said he hoped 
Van Buren Township officials would see 
that and be reminded of the situation; 

e Heard Renaud note that there were blades 
on the used cars at Five Points and Building 
Official Rick Rutherford said they had been 
taken off. Renaud noted that a boat is now 
being stored at the ice cream shop on Main 
Street, which is not a permissible use of that 
space. Rutherford said he would check; 

e Heard Voigt say the light pole at Hayward’s 
has been hit again and Rutherford said it 
was fixed earlier that day. He said they plan 
to use an acrylic globe next time which will 
bounce when it hits the ground; 

e Heard resident Jerry Merritt say he found 
a report online from the bridge inspector 
of the Denton Road bridge. He said if you 
type in: “Denton Road over Belleville 
Lake Huron River Wayne County Bridge 
Inspections,” the report will come up from 
the Times-Herald. Mayor Conley said the 
city could have someone from the county 
come in and talk to the council and public 
about the bridge. She said she would talk 
to County Commissioner Al Haidous about 
it at Friday’s Council of Western Wayne 
(CWW) meeting in Livonia. She said there 
are “a lot of ears at that meeting”; and 

e Welcomed the representative from 
Congresswoman Debbie Dingell’s office 
who was present at the meeting.

large mural on a building. She has helped 
select the leased sculptures and will work 
with the Detroit Institute of Arts Displayed 
Masters project which is returning next 
spring. 

The proposed Marketing sub-committee 
was also listed. 

Mayor Conley said DDA members can 
decide to be on one or two sub-committees, 
but there shouldn’t be enough on a 
committee to make a quorum. She said they 
can meet independently or by zoom. Ideas 
would be generated and suggestions and 
recommendation would be best in writing, 
with background. She said experts could 
be used to get information, if necessary. 

Then the committees would bring their 
work to the DDA and the DDA would take 
it from there, all in cooperation with the 
city, Conley said.

DDA members should consider where 
they want to serve and give the information 
to chairperson McGovern in January. 

DDA member Jennifer Winter asked 
which sub-committee the electric vehicle 
charging stations would be on. She said her 
husband offered to help with EV charging 
stations months ago and told the previous 
assistant city manager about it and nothing 
happened. 

It was suggested that would be on the 
Economic Development sub-committee. 

Baker suggested there be a Parks and 
Recreation sub-committee and Mayor 
Conley said the city has a Parks and 
Recreation Committee, but it hasn’t been 
active and “didn’t have a lot of purpose.” 

McGovern asked if that group could be 
present at the January DDA meeting and 
City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said first they have to find out who’s on it. 

Mayor Conley said Tom Fielder is on it. 

McGovern said one of the DDA members 
could work with that group.

Elected officials 
out, appointed 
officials in 


We know you can’t force people to stay 
in official positions just because people in 
the community elected them to serve, but 
the whole thing gets confusing sometimes. 

In the city of Belleville, a councilwoman 
resigned because she was selling her house 
and moving into Van Buren Township and 
no longer would qualify for the city council. 

Then, another Belleville City Council 
member resigned because he got a job with 
the city in the former Deputy City Manager 
position that now is called Project Manager. 
(Years ago, that person’s significant other 
also got elected to the city council and then 
resigned to take a job with the city, but 
that’s another story.) 

These recent two elected council 
seats became vacant and so the council 
interviewed candidates and chose two to 
fill the positions until the next election in 
November. Because of what happened, all 
five council seats will be up for election at 
that time, which is not supposed to happen, 
but did. 

Also, In Van Buren Township an elected 
trustee has resigned because she got a 
better job as a state representative. On 
Tuesday the VBT board was scheduled to 
interview candidates for that seat, with the 
appointment to last until 2024. 

Hope this is the end of it. The voters 
gave candidates their precious votes and 
expected the winners to serve their terms. 
That’s not too much to ask.

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees scheduled a special meeting for 
5 p.m. Tuesday to publicly interview three 
candidates to fill the trustee vacancy left by 
Reggie Miller when she resigned because 
she had been elected as state representative. 

Those scheduled to be interviewed were 
Bryon Kelley, an attorney who is chairman 
of the Planning Commission; John Herman, 
former trustee and now chairman of the 
Board of Zoning Appeals; and Ashley 
Shukait, who assembled a 75-page resource 
guide that the township put on its website 
in 2019 to share with residents and is an 
advocate for the homeless. 

Our deadline for publication was before 
that special meeting, so we'll let you know 
next week what happened. 

A Belleville resident told me a covered 
bridge for Denton Road over Belleville 
Lake had been discussed years ago by the 
city and then abandoned because it was 
obvious they couldn’t build a bridge tall 
enough to have room for the Belleville fire 
truck without the too-tall bridge looking out 
of place. Van Buren Township’s ladder truck 
for sure is too tall to fit in an old-fashioned- 
size covered bridge, he said. 

The resident told me that at one time he and 
his wife thought it would be great to come 
over the Belleville Bridge at Christmas time 
and see the covered bridge all decorated 
with lights welcoming them home into the 
city. 

The Van Buren Township version of the 
fancy bridge would be to welcome people 
into Van Buren Township from the city. It 
depends on where you’re coming from, I 


guess. 
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Eric Partridge, the owner of the Outdoor 
Amenities business in Sumpter Township, 
fixed the damaged fence at Hillside 
Cemetery for the city of Belleville. The 
contract work was delayed because the 
metal fence panel wasn’t delivered for 
several months. But, finally it came and he 
fixed the fence. The total materials and labor 
was $1,400 and the city noted it was being 
paid for by the person who did the damage. 

On the invoice Eric submitted to the city, 
dated Dec. 20 and on Monday’s voucher 
list at the council meeting, was this final 
paragraph: 

“We added hardware for gate drop rod, 
drilled out two drop rod receiver holes for 
a more secure closed position. Reattached a 
section on one side that needed love. Merry 
Holidays!” 

I asked him if he did that as a present to the 
city and he said he had the extra parts and 
wanted to add the work. 

I was told by another reader that this was 
a great gift and will make the fence gate 
sturdier. 

A Van Buren Township reader brought in 
a Chase check for $7,500 from Publishers 
Clearing House that her husband received 
in the mail. A letter said he has won $2.5 
million and the check is to cover insurance 
and attorney fees. He was supposed to call a

(August 28, 1930 — December 19, 2022) 
The world lost a kind and gentle soul with the 
passing of Edward Ryznar. He died peacefully 
with family at his side at University of Michigan 
Hospital on the evening of December 19, 2022 
at the age of 92. 
Ed was a lifelong resident of Van Buren

Ed attended the University of Michigan 
and received his Master’s in Atmospheric and 
Oceanic Science, joining the staff as a Research 
Scientist in 1958, concentrating on solar energy 
while instructing students. He retired in 1988. 
Ed will be remembered by loved ones for his 
sense of humor, harmony on a song, his crew 
cut, and love of nature and dogs. He suffered 
medical setbacks during his life but never 
complained. A perfect evening for him would 
include joining him for a beer, good Czech 
polkas, laughing at his frequent jokes and 
pinochle. He excelled at tuba and recorded 
several polka albums with his beloved band 
mates.

Jerome Henry Curtis, 42, of Van Buren 
Township, was due for his probable cause 
conference on July 20 at 34" District Court, 


but that was adjourned until July 27 because 
his defense attorney needed discovery. He is 
charged with home invasion-first degree and 
a misdemeanor domestic violence on July 5 in 
Van Buren Township. 

Curtis was in the Wayne County Jail on bond 
of $10,000/10% with GPS tether and couldn’t 
afford bail. At the request of his attorney 
Nancy Richards, Judge Martin reduced the 
bond to $10,000 personal with a GPS tether.

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On July 27, his probable cause conference 
was rescheduled for Aug. 3. The court file said 
they adjourned because they were not sure if 
the defendant is in the jail or hospital. On Aug. 
3 he failed to appear and a bench warrant was 
signed by Judge Oakley and entered into LEIN. 

On Aug. 8 he was arraigned on the bench 
warrant and his probable cause conference set 
for Aug. 17. On Aug. 17 he was in the Wayne 
County Jail and it was announced he tested 
positive for COVID and could not zoom to 
court. His probable cause conference was 
adjourned until Aug. 31. 

On Aug. 31, he was unable to be present by 
zoom from the jail because he had COVID and 
his live preliminary exam was set for Oct. 5.

They have an eight-year-old special 
needs daughter in common. 

On July 5, he was at her home when she got 
home from work and asked to use the bathroom 
and to have a cup a coffee. He said he was 
homeless. He wouldn’t leave so she called 
police. Officer Kurtis Mowbray testified he was 
first called to the home for a disorderly subject. 
The officer testified that after Curtis left, he 
left. Then he got another call for violence in 
progress and he returned. Curtis had left again 
and he arrested him near the residence later, he 
testified. 

Judge Lisa Martin bound him over to Circuit 
Court for an Oct. 12 arraignment on the 
information. A calendar conference was set 
for Oct. 24. A final conference had been set for 
Nov. 21 and then changed to Dec. 21. The final 
conference now is Jan. 19. 

A probable cause conference for a charge of 
receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle on 
July 26 in Van Buren Township was set for Oct. 
19. The warrant on that charge when he failed 
to appear for a court session was recalled. 

On Oct. 19 his attorney said she had no 
discovery, and the live exam on that charge 
was set for Nov. 30. On that date he pled guilty 
to a reduced charge of stolen property. Judge 
Oakley sentenced him to 30 days in jail and 
then credited him with the 30 days he had been 
in jail.
